HE people of the t'nitcd States liave waited for nearly two 
years, suite ihe ionaal .signing of tlio anuUtiee'aiul emling 
of tKe woi!J war, to lealize u readjustment uf economic ami 


related conditions irhirh were drought about by the exigencies of 
rarrying on the war. 


Now that industrial and oilier conditions point to a return to 


conditions which should obtain uniicr peace, there is a mixture of 
[ic^iniism nnd optiinibiu as lo the outcome. The pessimism comes 
mostly from those persons who are most interested in the mainten- 
ance of artificial values in commodities and wages. 


The producers of food products are the first to be affected by 


tta lowering of prices, but the consumers are slow lo receive the 
benefits which should come from such reductions. The lower cost 
of wheat a not reflected promptly enough in the decrease in the 
toil of bread to the consumers. 


.Several weeks will be required, perhaps months, before the 


> prices of commodities can l« adjusted. Wheat and other fnnn pro- 
"- duets, raised under the higher costs, must be sold in many cases 


at a direct loss to the producer. Merchandise bought under inflat- 
ed prices will b« sold by many dealers at a sacrifice. 


Jn spite of the sympathy thut is exproKscd for prrnons, who, not 


having engsged in profiteering, stand to lose heavily in the read- 
justment of prices, it must nut be forgolt.cn that the masses'of the 
people—the ultimate consumers—have paid out many 
million-; 


ir.ore for products than they should hnve been .iskcd to pay, Some- 
tliins in the wiy of more favorable prii-cs is due them. 


This is no time for pessimism in the United States. The nation 


is simply trying t.o get 
away from the 
unhealthy conditions 


brought about by the inflations of the war, and considerable lussra
